FIREMEN'S FAIR-CONVENTION
WON'T DOWN.

WAS TOO INDUSTRIOUS,

Wasyl Pstur Lingered a Moment Too
Long and Lost His Life,

A number of section hands wors
working on the stone hridge on Which
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Weet.
orn crosses the Lackawanna river, at
1130 o'clock yesterday morning, wheh
Englneer John Lutz backed his engine
Into the ash pit to rake out the elndern
Foreman MeNamara and all of the
men saw the engine approaching and
all stepped out of harm's way but
Wasyl Pstur, who lngered too late,
and before he could jump from be-
tween the tracks, the wheels of the
engine tender had passed over his
body, severing the head from the
ehouldlers and grinding the body into
fragments,

The accident so unnerved geveral of
his fellow-workmen that they had a
narrow escape from falling off the
gouth wall of the bridge Into the Lack-
wwanna river. The remaings were gathe
ered up and Coroner Roberts was notj- |
fled. He viewed them and declded that
an Inquest was unnesessary.

The remains were removed to Cue-
fek's undertaking establi=shment.

Pstur llved at 141 Beventh stevet, He
was a married man and has a wife
and three children In Austrin, He cama
here about a year ago to establish a
home for his family, and was known
#% one of the most Industrious eme-
ployes in the yard,

The engineer did not =eo the man on
the track. Pstur had the same warn- |
Ing as the other men, but his industry |
led him to linger a moment too long.

The above, If true, discloses a most
remarkable state of aMales and Mr, |
Oliver will be untrue to the Interests
of the city If he does not lay the mat-
terter before councils at once aml see |
to It that this partlcular permanent
man s properly and eflectually dis-
ciplined.

There have been many rumors of
such happenings in the department,
but this s the first instance, so far
a8 known, where such an outrageouns |
evidence of insubordination has heen
publicly charged by a clity official,

Mr. Oliver denfed most emphatically
that hiz purpose In introducing a secs
ond ordinance providing for a reor- |
ganization of the fire department was
a scheme to kill the whole matter, as
was intimated by Mr. Chittenden, the
father of the other ordinance pro-
viding for the same thing,

“There's nothing In that story at all,”
gadd Mr., Ollver, with fire In his eye, |
‘I'm an enthusiagtle fireman, 1'll ad-
mit, but T want to see the elty's fire |
department on a pald basis just as
much as Mr. Chittenden doez and so
do wll the other volunteer firemen in |
the clty.

“I'm willing to admit that by my
plan the cost of maimaining the fire
department  will by materially in- |

creased, but no reasoning man can ex- | f

pect to have a paid department with- |
out extra expense. The apportionment |
of men as made In my ordinance wis
made only after a careful conslderas-
tion of the needs of the case and not
until 1 had obtained the views of sev-
eral prominent business men from
various parts of the clty, some of
whom wanteil to know if Mr, Chitten
den wus In his right mind when he
suggested such a small number of men
for some companles as he does (n his
ordinance.’

Mr. OMiver I8 very sangulne of the
ultimnte passage of his measure and
cluims that the fire committee of ge-
lect is with him.
